CZOLQOSZ 


Father, .Brother and Sister Visit the 


Assassin—Want Their Name 


Changed. 
— 


Chicago, Sept. 25.—It is practically 


safe to stay at this time that five 
weeks from next Monday, or October 
28, Leon Czolgosz, murderer of Pres 
ident McKinley, will have been shock- 
ed to death in the electric chair at Au- 
burn prison. It was deemed possible, 
that as a matter of form, his attor- 
neys might appeal the case, but there 
will be no appeal and as soon after 
the sentence as possible Czolgosz will 
be taken to Auburn penitentiary there 
to await execution. 


Czolgosz' father, his brother Wai- 


deck and a sister were permitted to 
visit him in jail today. Thirty min- 
utes were spent with the prisoner who 
showed no emotion whatever. 
The 


family say as soon as possible they 
will get the courts to change their 
name and then remove to some ob- 
scure place where they will be entire- 
ly unknown.

STONE IN TURKEY. 


PARTY ROBBED OF MONEY AND 


WATCHES, 


STOPPED IN A NARROW VALLEY, 


And' as Soon as 
Possible 
All Were 


Compelled to Wade a River and As- 


cend a Mountain—Twenty Brigands 


Counted 'in the Pa>ty—They Knew 


Miss Stone and Were After Her. 


Boston, Sept. 25.—The American 


Board of Foreign Missions today re- 
ceived a letter dated Samokove, Euro- 
pean Turkey, Sept. 7th, giving full de 
tails of the capture by brigands of 
Miss Ellen 
M. Stone. 
The writer 


states: 


"We were greatly pained yesterday 


at noon to learn from a telegram from 
Dr. House that Miss Stone and Mrs. 
Tsilka, 
the wife 
of toe Albanian 


preacher, were captured and* carried 
off by a band of brigands on Se'ptem 
ber 3, while on their way, with friends 
from Bansko to-J>jumas. I went to 
the government here and 
informed 


them, so they might be on the lookout 
for these 
outlaws 
should they at 


tempt to bring their captives into Bul- 
garia. 


Just before sunset two of our stu- 


dents from Bansko arrived. They were 
with Miss Stone when the brigands 
captured the party. Prom their ac- 
counts by the aid of questions, I get 
the following: 


The whole party about 15 to 18 were 


suddenly stopped in a narrow valley 
and as soon as possible all were com- 
pelled to wade a river and ascend the 
wooded mountain side as fast as they 
could make them for about an hour. 
Noj; all cfould be seen, but twenty^ were_

were free. Our two students passed 
through Djumas and on across the 
border to save themselves from deten- 
tion by the Turkish authorities. 
The 


teachers, Bible women and Mr. Tsil- 
returned to Bansko. It "seems that 
this detention of all the party kept 
the Turkish government from getting 
any knowledge of even the presence of 
the brigands till about noon of the 
fourth day and gave those outlaws a 
chance of hurrying their captives to 
a place far distant from the scene of 
their capture. A Turk, captured just 
before this party was taken up the 
mountain and beaten to death before 
their eyes. Though I know nothing as 
to what direction the captives were 
taken, I think it most likely that they 
will be brought to Bulgaria.

state were blessed, in 1900, to the ex- 
ent of ?2.t>99,lS5, for they paid that 
much more taxes in that year than in 
.890. 


And it follows that if increased tax 


:ollections are a blessing, the greater 
he collections the better off are the 
taxpayers. 


But do intelligent men believe this? 
Ian Governor Nash even make the 
members of his own party believe such 
things? 


But Governor Nash carefully re- 


frained from teling the taxpayers that 
the expenditures from the general rev- 
mue fund, to run the government in 
1900, was ?5,104,769, while in 1S90 they 
were but $3,484,806, showing the in- 
crease in expenditures for 1900 over 
1S90 to be $1,619,990. 


The revenues in 1890 met every re- 


quirement, and at the end of the fiscal 
year left a balance of ?100,000. After 
meeting the increased expenditures of 
nearly 50 per cent in 1900, there was 
the sum of $1,150,000 left in the treas- 
ury to excite extravagance in the next 
legislature.

Foully Slew a Prominent Young \Vo- 


niau Who Declined His Attentions. 
Was an Instructor In a School of 
31 Sues and Metallurgy—A Highly 
Scnsatiouul Affair. 
Rolla, Mo., Sept. 25.—Surrounded in 


a barn but a few blocks from the 
scene of his crime, Professor J. S. 
Croswell, who Monday night murdered 
his sweetheart, Miss Mollie Powell, a 
prominent young woman of this cir.y, 
at midnight sent a bullet through his 
own heart to prevent, beiug lynched 
by an angry posse. Ever since the 
tragedy at the Powell home Monday 
evening Croswell 
had been hiding 


from a large posse of citizens and col- 
lege students that ransacked buildings 
and searched almost every spot in the 
city. Crosv/ell was located in a barn 
near the center of the town, where he 
had been in hiding probably ever since 
his flight from the Powell home. When 
'discovered he ran - to another barn 
near by, and here the posse bayed 
him. Just as the attack was to o-^ 
made the report of a pistol was heard 
inside the building, and when the pur- 
suers broke in they found the mur- 
derer prone upon the floor. A bullet 
had pierced his heart and death was 
instantaneous. 


Croswell was an instructor at the 


school of mines and metallurgy, a 
graduate of the Boston insv.tu'te of 
technology, and entered into the em- 
ployment of the Rolla institution as 
an instructor in special work and 
drawing. All of last year ne paid de- 
voted attention to Miss Mollie Powell, 
daughter of a newspaper editor.' He 
was a constant caller at the home of 
the young lady and was treated al- 
most like a member of the 
family. 


Croswell was desperately in love with 
Miss Powell and begged her to marry 
him, but she always turned a deaf ear 
to him and told him she did not love 
him and could not marry him; that 
she was engaged to another. Monday- 
was Miss Powell's nineteenth birthday 
and her mother gave a birthday din- 
ner. 
While alone in the parlor with 


Miss Powell, Croswell shot her dead.
